Response to Amendment 


1 . . The reply filed on May 20, 2002 in which the applicant submits corrections to the 
previous Office Action filed April 19, 2002. The response by the applicant is not fully 
responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following at minimum the omission(s) or 
matter(s): As stated in the last communication, a new Oath/Declaration must be submitted in the 
same form as the application was originally filed with all the correct information (see 37 CFR 
1.63). The drawings will be accepted when the condition for accepting the color drawings have 
been satisfied. The specification must be submitted in the proper form as stated in the office 
action filed January 15, 2002. The applicant has failed to address the rejections under 35 USC § 
112, 2 nd paragraph and the cited art rejection. As this is the second attempt, it will be accepted. 


2. A new oath or declaration is required because a date is required in the box adjacent to the 
Inventor's Signature.

CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(f) Brief Summary of the Invention. 

(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s). 

(h) Detailed Description of the Invention. 

(i) Claim or Claims (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(j) Abstract of the Disclosure (commencing on a separate sheet), 
(k) Drawings. 

(1) Sequence Listing, if on paper (see 37 CFR 1.821-1.825). 

Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1.72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of the 
invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the specification. It 
should be brief but technically accurate and descriptive, preferably from two to 
seven words may not contain more than 500 characters.

The claim or claims 
must commence on separate sheet (37 CFR 1 .52(b)). Where a claim sets forth a 
plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the claim should be 
separated by a line indentation. There may be plural indentations to further 
segregate subcombinations or related steps.

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5. If applicant continues to prosecute the application, revision of the specification and 
claims to present the application in proper form is required while an application can be amended 
to make it clearly understandable, no subject matter can be added that was not disclosed in the 
application as originally filed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S.C. 
112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over McLellan '230 in 
view of Taylor '281. 

McLellan discloses a board game having, different color marbles, one bag, and one set of rules. 
McLellan does not disclose is a game board divided into four sections and one die. Taylor 
teaches a game board having four sections and one die. By having four different sections on a 
game board, one of ordinary skill in the art would be able to maximize the number of players in a 
game. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the applicant's 
invention was made to modify McLellan to include a game board divided into four sections and 
one die as taught by Taylor. To do so would distinguish each of participants in the game. 

Response to Arguments 

1 0. Applicant should submit an argument under the heading "Remarks" pointing out 
disagreements with the examiner's contentions. Applicant must also discuss the references 
applied against the claims, explaining how the claims avoid the references or distinguish from 
them. 

Applicant fails to submit any arguments regarding the prior office action filed January 15, 
2002. Applicant fails to point out disagreements with the examiner's contentions to any 
discussion of the references applied against the claims and how the claims avoid the references 
or distinguish from them. Given that no arguments were presented against the prior art rejection, 
it can only be assumed applicant acquiesces in this rejection.

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which otherwise might not be proper may be admitted upon a showing a good and sufficient 
reasons why they are necessary and why they were not presented earlier. 

A reply under 37 CFR 1.1 13 to a final rejection must include the appeal from, or 
cancellation of, each rejected claim. The filing of an amendment after final rejection, whether or 
not it is entered, does not stop the running of the statutory period for reply to the final rejection 
unless the examiner holds the claims to be in condition for allowance. Accordingly, if a Notice 
of Appeal has not been filed properly within the period for reply, or any extension of this period 
obtained under either 37 CFR 1.136(a) or (b), the application will become abandoned.
